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Christmas Spirit comes to Powell 


Winterfest, Christmas Tea, Parades and Concert set

If the Christmas spirit has not quite 
hit you yet, then this weekend it should 
feel a lot like the season around Powell 
County 

The Winterfest Celebration and Cops 
& Kids Concert, along with the Clay 
City Christmas Parade, will high¬ 
light the festivities. The fun begins on 
Friday with Stanton’s first Christmas 
parade, a simultaneous tree lighting 
at three locations and then followed 
by the Second Annual Christmas Tea 
Party at the Powell County High School. 
Then on Saturday the annual Clay City 
Christmas Parade will excite the crowds 
with the Cops & Kids Concert topping 
off the festivities. 

Winterfest will start their parade at 
5:30 p.m. on Friday. The parade will 


start at the Whitaker Bank and travel 
north on Main Street in Stanton. It will 
turn down Court Street and finish at 
the Powell County Courthouse. It is the 
first Christmas parade in Stanton for 
as long as anyone can remember. It is 
being sponsored by the Kiwanis Club. 

Following the parade Christmas trees 
in Clay City, near the city park, at 
the Powell County Courthouse and in 
Rosslyn will be lit at the same time. 

At 6 p.m. on Friday, the PCHS Art 
Club and FBLA will host their second 
Christmas Tea. There will be an area 
set up for holiday shopping, musical 
entertainment by students, making of 
ornaments to exchange, a guest speaker 
and of course, tea. The program helps to 
promote leadership, positive community

DUI, murder suspect 
released as bond lowered

The man police said was 
under the influence when 
he hit another driver, kill¬ 
ing that man, is now out 
of jail after his bond was 
lowered. But his release 
conditions are strict. 

Brian P. Epperson, 31, 
of Clay City, was released 
last Wednesday after his 
bond was reduced from 
$250,000 cash to $10,000 
cash by the Powell District 
Court. Epperson has been 
charged with DUI, mur¬ 
der and assault first for 
the Nov. 14 head-on colli¬ 
sion on Hardwicks Creek 
Road that left Donald 
Tharp dead and his pas¬ 
senger, Constance Puckett 
injured. 

At the time of the acci¬ 
dent Epperson reportedly 
failed field sobriety tests, 
including one allegedly 
used by state police and 
motor vehicle enforce¬ 
ment officers to deter¬ 
mine if someone may be 
on medications but may 
have more than therapeu¬ 
tic levels in their blood¬ 
stream. 

Police reports indicate 
that Epperson “displayed 
glassy, bloodshot eyes, 
was unsteady on his feet 


and had slurred speech.” 

Epperson reportedly 
told officers he had “con¬ 
sumed a Xanax prior to 
operating the vehicle.” 

In Powell District Court 
last Tuesday Epperson’s 
attorney, David Ward of 
Winchester, reportedly 
argued that Epperson 
could have suffered a con¬ 
cussion due to the acci¬ 
dent, but was not checked 
for one. Emergency crews 
at the scene advised that 
Epperson refused medical 
treatment. 

Ward also argued that 
Epperson had no prior 
record and that his blood 
test had not returned to 
indicate if Epperson was 
within therapeutic levels. 

A search warrant of 
Epperson’s truck involved 
in the accident revealed 
that he had a prescription 
bottle for Promethazine 
(Phenergan, used to treat 
allergy symptoms) and 
two bottles of Alprazolam 
(Xanax). Both bottles 
were empty according to 
police, but officers did not 
indicate anything further 
about the medications. 

Police also found the 
vehicles CDR which 
enables them to deter¬ 
mine what was going on 
with the vehicle prior to 
and during the accident. 
One police source said 


that the device is sort of 
like a black box for cars. 

Epperson was released 
after his bond was paid. 
However, he has strict 
conditions to adhere to if 
he wishes to stay free. 

According to court 
records Epperson is “not 
to have any further vio¬ 
lations to of the law, not 
to operate a motor vehi¬ 
cle of any kind on any 
place, turn in his opera¬ 
tor’s license to the Powell 
Circuit Court and not to 
possess or consume any 
alcoholic beverage.” 

The conditions continue 
that Epperson is not to 
take any controlled sub¬ 
stances not prescribed 
by a doctor, no controlled 
narcotics without court 
approval or unless admin¬ 
istered directly by a doc¬ 
tor or nurse. He is also 
to be a part of the MCR 
program, which monitors 
defendants and he is sub¬ 
ject to weekly drug tests. 
Epperson is also to have 
no contact with Puckett 
or her family, as well 
as no contact with the 
Tharpe family. 

The case looks to be 
bound over to the Powell 
Grand Jury. The grand 
jury met on Wednesday, 
but no other information 
was available at press 
time. 


Operation Christmas Smile prepares to help kids in need

It is that time of year again when kids 
begin thinking about Santa and hoping 
that they have been good enough to get 
a special gift on Christmas morning. 
The Am Vets Post 67 in Clay City wants 
to help Santa out again this year, so 
that is why they are running Operation 
Christmas Smile again. 

“It is 13 years now we’ve done this and 
we want to be able to help so many of the 
kids who may not get much this year,” 
Post Commander Ray Montgomery said. 
“But we may need a little help our¬ 
selves.” 

In years past the post has received 
numerous donations to help with the 
operation. But the slumping economy 
has hit everywhere. That includes dona¬ 
tions to such projects as Operation 
Christmas Smile. 

“We help about 200 hundred kids each

year, but that depends on various things. This year we 
expect more to come out,” Montgomery said. “Right 
now we have about one-third of the donations we need 
to help these kids. But we’ll try to make sure each kid 
gets something.” 

The event allows each child from infants up to age 
13 to receive one new gift and a chance to select from 
some gently used older toys. The kids have to be with 
their parents at Operation Christmas Drive to receive 
gifts. The give-away will be held on Sunday, Dec. 18 
beginning at 12:30 p.m. 

The kids also get to meet Santa Claus and receive a 
goody bag from him. Each child that walks in the door 
gets a ticket to place in a basket on the front of a new 
bike. If their name is pulled out they get the bike. 

“We usually have about 15 bikes. I think the riders 
group I’m with is going to buy three and the Ladies 
Auxiliary is talking about buying three, but we’d like 
to have some more.” 

The post has scheduled events to help raise money 
for the operation. On Dec. 2 and Dec. 3 they will con-

Honoring a life that has touched so many, fountain dedicated to Becky Pelfrey

It may have been a cool, 
rainy day, but that did not 
stop many family mem¬ 
bers and friends of Becky 
Pelfrey from getting 
together at the Stanton 
City Park to remember 
her last Sunday. The occa¬ 
sion was a dedication of a 
new water fountain at the 
park in Pelfrey’s honor. 

Pelfrey, the wife of 
Dallas Pelfrey and the 
mother of Mary Elizabeth 
Pelfrey, passed away on 
Aug. 8, 2006 after a long 
battle with cancer. She 
was 51, but her ability to impact others 
lives have continued. 

The fountain was spearheaded by 
Jane Hayes and was a work of love. 
“We, the family, want to thank her for 
the work she did and in helping in this 
project,” Dallas Pelfrey remarked. 

“I believe it 


was presented to us at the city a couple 
of years ago and the family and commu¬ 
nity made donations and contributions 
to make this project become a reality,” 
Stanton Mayor Dale Allen added. “It is 
a nice fountain and a nice gesture to a 
woman that was well-loved.” 

According to one source, the fountain 
is the type that can run all year long. 


Becky was a life¬ 
long resident of Powell 
County who after attend¬ 
ing a health fair at the 
age of 30 decided that 
occupational therapy 
was something she want¬ 
ed to do to help others. 

She graduated with a 
Bachelors Degree from Asbury College, 
and then received her training in occu¬ 
pational therapy at Eastern Kentucky 
University. She graduated from EKU 
in 1984. 

She worked in her field at Good 
Samaritan Hospital in Lexington, as 
well as in the in the field mentoring new 
students. In 1987 she opened a private 
practice in Stanton, becoming only the 
third occupational therapist to actually 
work in eastern Kentucky. 

She was able to work both home con¬ 
tract as well as public school contracts, 
helping school districts and kids from 
Powell County to Letcher County and 
every point in between. 

In 1989, because of all her work in 
the mountains, she was honored. She 
received the Outstanding Occupational 


Therapist of the Year Award from the 
Kentucky Occupational Therapist 
Association. 

Her work enabled others in her field 
to move into eastern Kentucky and 
more people were helped by her leading 
the way. She continued her work for 21 
years, finishing by helping kids in the 
Powell, Estill and Clark County school 
systems. 

Following her death, a memorial schol¬ 
arship fund was set up at EKU. The 
Becky Pelfrey Memorial Scholarship 
Fund was established by friends and 
family to help provide financial assis¬ 
tance for an occupational therapy stu-

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Clay City to rebid garbage, try to get action done on ditching plan

The Clay City Council 
made some big decisions 
at their November meet¬ 
ing last week. The set the 
city's tax rates, agreed to 
rebid the garbage con¬ 
tracts and will seek to fin¬ 
ish a ditching plan that 
has been in the works 
since 2007. 

There did not seem to 
be any top issue for the 
council. The second read¬ 
ing of the city's 2011 tax 
rates was held. The real 
property tax rate will be 
.089 cents per $100 of 
the assessed value of the 
property. The personal 
property tax rate will be 
.99 cents per $100 of the 
assessed value. 

“It's the same rates as 
last year,” city attorney 
Scott Graham stated as 
the members voted. The 
motion to accept the rates 
was made by Councilman 
A1 Campbell and seconded 
by Bill Knox. The council 
voted 6-0 to accept the 
rates. 

Stacey Chambers, 
a representative for 
Rumpke, was back before 
the council to discuss the 
garbage contracts. The 
city awarded the current 
contract to Veolia, out of 
Irvine, almost two years 
ago. The contract was for 
two years with an option 
to renew for another two 
years. Rumpke held the 
contracts before that and 
the current contract is set 
to expire Feb. 28. 

Clay City Mayor Jimmy 
Caudill advised that fuel 
costs are better now than 
they were during the last 
contract negotiations and 
bids. But he also advised 
that the city gave up some

things to keep costs down 
for the city's residents. 

“We lost the fran¬ 
chise fee, which I believe 
Stanton, who still uses 
Rumpke, gets three per¬ 
cent,” Caudill stated. “It 
wasn’t anybody's fault 
really, it was the verbiage 
used in the contract that 
kind of worked against us, 
but we were able to keep 
the costs down and not 
have to pass that along 
to the people. It made it 
cheaper for residents.” 

“We believe the market 
to be more competitive 
and you will get competi¬ 
tive bids,” Chambers told 
the council. Councilman 
Bobby Carmichael quick¬ 
ly added, “Let's see how 
competitive they want to 
be.” 

Councilman Garland 
Lacy made a motion to 
rebid the garbage con¬ 
tracts and it was seconded 
by Campbell. The motion 
passed unanimously. The 
city will post bids in the 
Times and look at mak¬ 
ing a decision in by the 
January council meeting. 

The third major issue 
the council addressed was 
the ditching plan. Caudill 
explained that the city 
entered into an agree¬ 
ment with Blake Adams 
Engineering in 2007 to 
provide a plan to cor¬ 
rect ditching and drain¬ 
age problems throughout 
the city, especially on the 
east side. The project was 
approved for a $14,000 
price tag. 

“The idea was to have 
a ditching plan in place 
to help with the prob¬ 
lems we have, especially 
on Tenth Avenue, Twelfth 
Street, Ninth Street, 
Eighth Avenue and oth¬ 
ers,” Caudill advised the 
council members. “As of 


now we have 20 to 25 
percent of the plan in, 
but we've dispersed most 
of the money.” Graham 
quickly added, “About 90 
percent of the money.” 

“Letters have been 
sent by the city clerk, the 
mayor and the attorney,” 
Graham told the council. 
“We really need to get 
this done.” 

“Is there any chance of 
getting the money back,” 
Knox asked. “We have a 
lot of ditch problems, I 
see that everyday when I 
walk my dog,” Councilman 
Kenny Rice added. 

“We've been extremely 
patient on this matter,” 
Graham said. 

“The plan was to help 
us get the elevation of 
the ditches and culverts 
to let us know if they are 
too high or too low and 
if something happened to 
where we had to stop, 
w could come right back 
the next year when more 
money was available,” 
Caudill stated. 

The council discussed 
options of possibly giving 
the company a chance. 
“At least we can say we'd 
like to see some progress,” 
Lacy told his fellow coun¬ 
cil members. Campbell 
and Rice were a little 
more direct. “There are 
more surveyors around,” 
Campbell said. “It’s been 
almost five years,” Rice 
added. 

“I know the paper is 
here and we really can't 
tell them to use a name 
or not to use a name on 
this, but we really got to 
move forward,” Graham 
stated. 

The council agreed, by 
a 6-0 vote, to give Adams 
Engineering until Jan. 1 
to show progress on the 
project.

• The council was 
advised by the Parks and 
Recreation Board that 
the Christmas Parade 
would be sponsored by 
them because the Clay 
City Lions Club was not 
able to do so this year.

for the kids and another 
for the equipment, so it 
helps to offset those costs,” 
Mayor Caudill explained. 
The council approved. 

• Mayor Caudill told 
the council that the Red 
River Waste Water plan 
is moving along. “There 
are about 15 to 20 ease¬ 
ments they need to secure 
and then they could start 
bidding the project in 
January,” Caudill said. 
The bids would be for con¬ 
structing a regional sewer 
plant to help the county, 
Stanton and Clay City 
be able to handle waste 
water issues. It would 
also make it possible for 
the area to draw in ore 
businesses and companies 
looking to expand and use 


Powell's workforce. 

• The council approved 
the Hazard Mitigation 
Resolution, put forth 
by Bluegrass Area 
Development District 
(BGADD). The resolution 
confirms the city’s com¬ 
mitment to take part in 
the plan by FEMA, which 
in turns make it possi¬ 
ble to eligible for proj¬ 
ect funding; the council 
also approved allowing 
the city to enter into an 
agreement with Whitaker 
Bank to allow water cus¬ 
tomers to have their bills 
paid for by automatic 
withdrawals. There would 
be no fee foe the city to 
allow this. Both topics 
were approved by another 
6-0 vote.

Loud rumbling, flash in sky had county nervous

Exactly what was that loud rumble and bright light 
that alarmed some Clay City residents last Tuesday 
evening? 

Believe it or not it appears to have been the natural 
phenomenon of a large lighting strike. But it had part 
of western Powell County worried and local emergency 
personnel acting quickly to find out what it was. 

Powell County's 911 Dispatch Center starting receiv¬ 
ing calls at 11:10 p.m. about a possible explosion and 
large glow or light in the sky. The first calls came 
from Oak Ridge Road, just off of Lake Neomi Road on 
Virden Ridge. As fire, police and ambulance personnel 
were responding, the dispatch phone lines began to 
light up. 

Dispatchers received calls about a possible explosion 
and bright light from Happy Top Road, Frames Branch 
Road, Redbird Drive and even Rowland Avenue. All of 
them are located on the west-northwest side of Clay 
City. 

Fire units from Clay City, Stanton and Middlefork, 
joined officers from both cities and Powell County 
deputies in searching the area. After speaking with 
those who called in the reports, nothing could be found 
to indicate an actual explosion had occurred. 

Meanwhile dispatchers spoke by telephone with 



Tennessee Gas to see if their equipment indicated any 
problems with a gas line in the area. “They said their 
monitors were not shopping any loss of pressure they 
would see if a line ruptured,” dispatcher Larry Hall 
said. 

Hall also spoke with the National Weather Service 
Office in Jackson to see if a thunderstorm in the area 
may have caused a problem. “They said their equip¬ 
ment indicated a lighting strike just northwest of Clay 
City at about the same time people were reporting a 
possible explosion to us,” Hall said. 

Police and fire units did not find anything damaged 
by lightning, but said the people who heard the rumble 
also said they felt it. The storm moved through quickly 
and no other problems or damage was reported.

will focus on enforcing 
violations of Speeding, No 
Seat belt, Child Restraint, 
Impaired Driving Laws, 
and Texting While 
Driving, as well as other 
violations of the Traffic 
Laws of Kentucky. 


Rural Development State Director Tom 
Fern was in Stanton today to announce 
more than $6.3 million in funding to 
establish a new regional wastewater 
system for the cities of Stanton and Clay 
City. Fern was joined by U.S. Rep. Ben 
Chandler (6th), Powell County Judge- 
Executive James Anderson Jr., Stanton 
Mayor Dale Allen and Clay City Mayor 
James Caudill. 

The total cost of the project is esti¬ 
mated at $11.9 and includes addition¬ 
al grant funding from the Kentucky 
Infrastructure Authority ($500,000), 
Appalachian Regional Commission 
($600,000), Community Development 
Block Grant ($2 million) and the 
Economic Development Administration 
($2.5 million). 

“Rural Development's support for 
infrastructure projects reflects our com¬ 
mitment to ensuring rural communi¬ 
ties can create jobs, attract businesses 
and provide essential services to their 
residents,” said Fern. “The local, state 
and federal officials representing this 
area have worked together in concert 
to make this project a reality, ensuring 
that these communities can provide ade¬ 
quate wastewater service to residents 
and businesses while also planning for 
future needs and enhancing opportuni¬ 
ties for economic development.” 

Improvements at the new treatment 
plant include increasing capacity from 


460,000 gallons per day to more than 
1.4 million gallons per day; upgrading 
the existing pump station; construction 
of a building to house administration/ 
laboratory/electrical services. It also 
includes installation of a major sewage 
pumping station at Clay City that will 
convey collected wastewaters to the 
expanded Stanton treatment plant. 

This project was necessary as the cities 
of Stanton and Clay City have existing 
wastewater treatment plants that are 
operating under enforcement actions 
from the Kentucky Environmental and 
Public Protection (EPP) Cabinet. Both 
plants have wastewater flows that 
exceed rated treatment capacity. Rather 
than continue operating two treatment 
plants, the decision was made to expand 
and upgrade the Stanton facility to 
serve both areas and decommission the 
plant in Clay City. 

The enforcement actions have made 
it nearly impossible for local leaders to 
bring new employers into the county 
as the existing sewer infrastructure 
will not support growth or additional 
sewage flow. Combining the two sys¬ 
tems will eliminate existing problems 
and make the operations more efficient, 
cost-effective and allow for economic 
growth and increase the potential for 
jobs creation. 

Once the project is complete, the 
treatment plan can eliminate current

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Be careful of the 'rules' for unused gift cards

The annual count down 
for the holiday shop¬ 
ping has started. Gift 
cards are one of the most 
popular holiday gifts and 
many of us will receive 
one this holiday season. 
Sometimes, the “rules” 
associated with gift cards 
can be a mystery, leading 
to unused gift cards. 

When does the card 
expire? Is there a pro¬ 
cessing fee? Is there an 
inactivity fee? Can I use 
the card online? 

To get the best use out 
of your gift card, it is 


important to understand 
the new rules in the 2010 
Credit Card Act, which 
applies to all gift cards 
sold after Aug. 22, 2010. 
Store cards, as well as 
gift cards with a credit 
card logo, such as Visa or 
MasterCard, are covered 
under the new regula¬ 
tions. 

The good news is your 
gift card will no lon¬ 
ger expire in 3, 6, or 12 
months. It will be good 
for at least five years 
from the date of pur¬ 
chase, so do not feel as 
if you need to rush out 
to buy something just 
to use the card quickly. 
Even if the card expires, 
you may still be able to 
spend any remaining 
funds, by requesting a 
replacement card from 
the issuer, which should 
be issued free of charge. 


Read the gift card or 
its packaging closely. 
Any fees such as an inac¬ 
tivity fee or processing 
charge must be disclosed 
on either the card or the 
packaging. The new law 
also places limits on fees 
the issuer can charge. 
Typically, you can still be 
charged a dormancy fee 
if you have not used the 
card within one year. 

Finally, be certain 
what type of card you 
have, as the new rules 
only apply to gift cards. 
There are other types of 
prepaid cards that are 
not included in the legis¬ 
lation, such as reloadable 
prepaid, store rebate, or 
promotional cards.

Is it a red flag or nothing 
to worry about? 


Few health symptoms are as unset¬ 
tling as blood in the urine. 

Should you freak out? Not necessar¬ 
ily. The technical term for the condi¬ 
tion is “hematuria,” and experts at 
the University of Wisconsin School of 
Medicine and Public Health say it’s 
likely the result of one of several health 
conditions, only one of them serious. 

“The first thing I’d say to a patient is, 
'Don’t panic,”’ says Dr. Jeremy Smith, 
an internist and assistant professor of 
medicine at UW. “The majority of the 
time, blood in the urine is not danger¬ 
ous.” 

It could, however, be an indication 
of several annoying health conditions, 
including a urinary tract infection, 
a kidney stone, an enlarged prostate 
gland or some kind of minor injury to 
the bladder or kidney—maybe even 
caused by something as innocuous as 
vigorous exercise. 

A handful of simple tests can usually 
shed light on the situation. 

“The good thing about the hematu¬ 
ria work-up is that it’s pretty stan¬ 
dard,” says Dr. Tracy Downs, a bladder- 
cancer surgeon with the UW Carbone 
Comprehensive Cancer Center and an 
associate professor of urology at UW. 
The process can involve simple urinaly¬ 
sis, a CT scan, or a cystoscopy, a proce¬ 
dure in which physicians insert a small 
camera into the bladder. 

If the hematuria is caused by an 
infection—this is more commonly found 
in women than in men—antibiotics 
can usually resolve it. In a handful of 
cases, the cystoscopy may reveal the 
one medically concerning condition for 
which hematuria is also a symptom: 
bladder cancer. Only about 10 percent 


of hematuria cases are linked to cancer, 
and it’s more common in patients over 
age 50. 

“Blood in the urine can definitely be 
a red flag for cancer,” notes Dr. Downs. 
“For some patients it’s one flag, while 
for others it’s one of two or three flags.” 

Cancer cells can lurk in the lining of 
the bladder, or a tumor can be imbedded 
in the organ itself, increasing the risk 
that the cancer will spread elsewhere 
in the body. Some can be surgically 
removed or treated with chemotherapy. 

Unfortunately, the recurrence of blad¬ 
der cancer is high—it can be as high as 
20 to 50 percent, what Downs calls “the 
dandelion effect.” In the small number 
of more serious cases, Downs must 
surgically remove the patient’s bladder, 
replacing it with an internal neobladder 
created from the patient’s intestines or 
an external pouch. 

While hematuria can be a sign of seri¬ 
ous cancer, it can also indicate nothing 
at all. 

“It’s also frequently the case that peo¬ 
ple have blood in their urine for unex¬ 
plained reasons,” says Smith. “We do 
extensive testing, the tests are normal, 
and the bleeding doesn’t happen again. 
We and the patients are left wondering 
what caused it, but it obviously wasn’t 
anything serious.” 

Downs and Smith agree that patients 
who’ve noticed blood in their urine 
shouldn’t ignore it. Instead, they should 
check first with their primary-care phy¬ 
sician. 

“If you’re having repeated infections 
or pain, you might want to ask for a 
referral to an urologist,” says Downs. 
“Chances are good we can do something 
to help you.” 
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more weeks after their first vaccina¬ 
tion. 

Local health departments and pri¬ 
vate health care providers are expect¬ 
ed to have adequate supplies of flu 
vaccine on hand for this year’s sea¬ 
son.

Infection with the flu virus can cause 
fever, headache, cough, sore throat, 
runny nose, sneezing and body aches. 

Flu is a very contagious disease caused 
by the flu virus, which spreads from 
person to person. Approximately 23,000 
deaths due to seasonal flu and its com¬ 
plications occur on average each year in 
the U.S., according to recently updated 
estimates from the CDC. However, actu¬ 
al numbers of deaths vary from year to 
year. 

“We also recommend good health 
habits to prevent illness, such as wash¬ 
ing hands often with soap and water, 
and avoiding touching your eyes, nose 
or mouth. And if people are sick, we rec¬ 
ommend they stay home from work or 
school,” said Dr. Davis. 

In addition to the flu vaccine, officials 
encourage all adults 65 or older and 
others in high-risk groups to ask their 
health care provider about the pneumo¬ 
coccal vaccine. 

This vaccine can help prevent a type of 
pneumonia, one of the flu’s most serious 
and potentially deadly complications.

State public health 
officials are encouraging 
Kentuckians to get the 
flu vaccine now to reduce 
the spread of illness this 
coming flu season. 

“We recommend that Kentuckians get 
their flu vaccine now to protect them¬ 
selves and their families as we move 
into flu season,” said Steve Davis, M.D., 
acting commissioner of the Kentucky 
Department for Public Health (DPH). 
“Getting the flu vaccine each year is 
the best way to protect against the flu’s 
spread and severity.” 

The Centers for Disease Control (CDC) 
and Prevention’s Advisory Committee 
on Immunization Practices is now rec¬ 
ommending flu vaccine for all individu¬ 
als older than 6 months of age. People 
who should especially receive the flu 
vaccine, because they may be at high¬ 
er risk for complications or negative 
consequences, include: 


• Children age 6 months to 19 years; 

• Pregnant women; 

• People 50 years old or older; 

• People of any age with chronic health 

problems; 

• People who live in nursing homes and 

other long-term care facilities; 

• Health care workers; 

• Caregivers of or people who live with 
a person at high risk for complications 

from the flu; and 

• Out-of-home caregivers of or people 
who live with children less than 6 

months old.

Foothills application deadline for help 
with heating costs ready to end Dec. 16 


Kentucky River 
Foothills Development 
Council (KRFDC) will 
begin the “Subsidy” por¬ 
tion of the Low-Income 
Home Energy Assistance 
Program (LIHEAP) on 
November 7. LIHEAP 
provides financial assis¬ 
tance to income-eligible 
households with home 
heating costs through 
two programs: LIHEAP 
Subsidy (typically in 
November and December) 
and LIHEAP Crisis (typ¬ 
ically January until the 
middle of March, or until 
all funds are expended). 

Applications will be 
taken Monday through 
Thursday from 8 a.m. 
- 4 p.m. at the KRFDC 
Outreach Office located 
at 70 7th Avenue, Suites 
D&E. The office will 
be closed from noon - 1 
p.m. 

Both homeowners and 
renters who are responsi¬ 
ble for their heating bills 
and have low or fixed 
incomes are eligible. 
Qualifying participants 
will receive an ener¬ 
gy assistance voucher. 
Energy services include 
electric, gas, kerosene, 
propane or wood. Eligible 
participants do not need 
to have an unpaid energy 
bill or be out of fuel to 
receive energy assistance 
in the subsidy portion 
of this program. The 
benefit amount that each 
household receives will 
be based on its level of 
poverty and the type of 
fuel used for heating. All 
eligible households will 
receive a benefit until 
LIHEAP funds are fully 
depleted. Benefits will 
be made payable to the 
household’s primary or 
secondary heating fuel 
vendor. 

LIHEAP is a state¬ 
wide initiative sponsored 
by Community Action 
Kentucky in partner¬ 
ship with the Cabinet 
for Health and Family 
Services (CHFS). The U.S. 
Department for Health 
and Human Services 
appropriates funding to 
Kentucky through the 
CHFS, which contracts 
with Community Action 
Agencies across the state 
to receive LIHEAP appli¬ 
cations and provide recip¬ 
ient benefits. 

A household is con¬ 
sidered to be eligible 
for energy assistance 
when the household 
meets the basic eligi¬ 
bility criteria. This 
criteria includes: 

1. completion of an 
application; 

2. is responsible for 


home energy costs, direct¬ 
ly or as an undesignated 
portion of their rent; 

3. have a combined 
household income, for the 
calendar month prior to 
the month of application, 
not in excess of 130% of 
the federal poverty level 
as listed in the Income 
Eligibility Guidelines; 

4. live in Kentucky 
when the application is 
made and apply in the 
county of residence; and 

5. not have liquid 
resources in excess 
of $2,000, or $3,000 if 
at least one person in 
the household is 60 or 
older: and/or disabled 
except for households 
where a member has a 
catastrophic illness. The 
amount may be $4,000 
when the resources are 
being accessed for medi¬ 
cal and living expenses. 
In addition to the above 
eligibility requirements, 
crisis applicants must be 
within four days of run¬ 
ning out of fuel if wood, 
coal, propane, fuel oil 
or kerosene is the heat 
source or a disconnect/ 
past due notice has been 
received from the vendor 
(example: past due notice, 
termination notice, final 
notice).

One morning a group of friends met, and as it 
was customary for them, a spirited conversation 
began at once. After a few moments, one mem¬ 
ber of the group mentioned a person well known 
to every member of the group. At once, another 
member of the group characterized the person 
mentioned as one who “knows the price of every¬ 
thing and the value of nothing.” 

Now, price is the amount paid for an item, but 
more importantly, value is the real worth of the 
item. According to the dictionary I use, there are 
at least thirteen definitions of value. Yet, one of 
the common definitions of value is: “That which 
is desirable or worthy of esteem for its own sake; 
thing or quality having intrinsic worth.” 

In 1955, we moved to a new community to begin work there. Our first visit 


to look at the house in which we would live was revealing. As I looked through 
that empty house, I came to an upstairs room with a large pile of garbage in 
the middle of the floor. A large handwritten note my predecessor had left for me 
occupied a prominent place on top of that ugly pile of garbage. 

That terse note informed me that I could go through that garbage and retrieve 
anything I thought had value and throw the rest away. 

To my surprise, one of the first things I found in that pile of 
garbage was a copy of a rare book that was originally published as a limited 
edition by an act of the fifty-seventh Congress of the United States. The old book 
was worthless to him but valuable to me. For 56 years, it has occupied a special 
space in my library. 

Value is important. In everyday life, judgments—some insignificant and oth¬ 
ers significant—are made that are based upon an understanding of value. That 
understanding may or may not be accurate at all times, but the judgment made 
based upon it effects life in unusual and dramatic ways.

At the Nov. 14, 2011 board meeting, based on a pre¬ 
sentation from Joe Nance on bonding potential and 
John Gilbert on Master Facility Plan, school board 
members approved the application process (BG-1) for 
a building project at Powell County High School. 

How did we get to the 
November board meeting? 

In February of2009, the Kentucky Board of Education 


(KBE) approved the Powell County Schools Facilities 
Plan. The plan was developed by a local committee 
which had meetings discussing both a short range and 
long range plan for the district. Capital construction 
priorities were listed with the following as the top 
two priorities: 1. Major renovation/additions of edu¬ 
cational facilities (Powell County High School) and 2. 
New construction of an elementary school (Stanton 
Elementary). Powell County High was listed as the 
number one priority due to the following needs/con¬ 
cerns: greater overall safety by having an enclosed 
structure, flow of movement through the building 
between class changes, improved lockdown safety 
for Corridor C, larger classrooms in C corridor, addi¬ 
tion of six new classrooms, the elimination of trailers 
for classroom use, elimination of students walking 
through a classroom to get to a classroom. 

Do we have the bonding potential 
to do priority one? 

After reviewing the master facility plan the next 
question would be can we do this, can we make this 
happen, and do we have the potential to bond for this 
project. Powell County School District has four funds 
available to pay for financing of building improve¬ 
ments and bonding potential. The Powell County 


School District currently has the bonding potential 
for $4,750,000.00. Please remember that these are 
“RESTRICTED FUNDS” that can only be used for 
building or construction projects within the district. 

What next? 

The Powell County School District will start the 
paper work in applying for this new building project. 
Advertising for architectural services for the high 
school building project will occur. Once the archi¬ 
tectural services are hired then a committee will be 
formed and meet with the architect to design the 
blueprints for this project. This renovation and new 
additions will consist of the following: major renova¬ 
tion and reconfiguration to “Corridor C”, addition of 
six standard classrooms, addition of new restrooms, 
and construction of a band choral suite. After the 
committee meetings occur timelines will be developed 
and shared in the future. Construction could begin 
in the summer 2012.

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State sets 2011-12 snow and 
ice removal priorities for Powell 


The Kentucky 

Transportation Cabinet's 
Department of Highways 
has established priority 
routes for snow and ice 
removal for the upcoming 
winter season in Powell 
County 

The Department of 
Highways is responsible 
for keeping approximate¬ 
ly 149 miles of state- 
maintained roadway in 
Powell County passable 
in inclement weather. It 
sets snow removal pri¬ 
orities according to the 
amount and nature 
of traffic on the routes 
within each individual 
county Priority A routes 
include major through 
routes and are those 
most heavily traveled. 
Priority B routes include 
other important, but less¬ 
er traveled, routes in the 
county. Other roads fall 
into Priority C. 


In Powell County, 
Priority A highways 
are the Bert T. Combs 
Mountain Parkway, KY 
11, KY 82 and a portion of 
KY 213. Priority B routes 
include KY 15, KY 77, KY 
1057 and the remainder 
of KY 213. Other routes 
are Priority C. 

“Kentucky's win¬ 
ter last year was a bit 
more severe than what 
we have experienced in 
recent years past,” said 
Mark Westfall, chief dis¬ 
trict engineer for the 
Department of Highways 
District 10. “This year’s 
long-range forecast is 
for even more snow than 
we had last year. The 
Transportation Cabinet 
recognizes how important 
roadway conditions are to 
Kentucky motorists. We 
are dedicated to keeping 
state highways clear and 


safe for travel. Our snow 
removal crews will work 
long, hard hours during 
the winter to keep our 
highways passable.”
